Preparing Cellulose from Wood. 


The apparatus and method for making cellu- 
lose under what is known as the Mitscherlich 
process is herewith illustrated and described. 

Figure 1 represents a vertical central section 
of a part of a boiler for the wood stock and the 
sulphurous acid solution. Fig. 2 is a detail ver- 
tical transverse section, showing the connection 
of the steam-heating pipes with the wall of the 
boiler. Fig. 3 is a vertical longitudinal section 
of a device for testing the contents and indicat- 
ing the temperature; and Figs. 4 and 5 are re- 
spectively a vertical transverse section of a 
stamp for beating up the boiled wood stock. 

The wood stock employed for making cellulose 
is boiled in an iron vessel or boiler of cylindrical 
shape, which is provided with interior protective 
layers of special construction, by which the cor- 
rosive influence of the acid on the iron walls is 
prevented. 

The boiler A is made of considerable size, 
preferably about twelve feet in diameter and 
thirty-six feet in length, so that large quantities 
of wood stock can be treated therein. The in- 
terior surface of the boiler A is covered with a 
thin layer, a, of sheet-lead, which is applied at 
ordinary temperature to the iron walis by a ce- 
ment composed of common tar and pitch. This 
cement is heated and the layer of lead is placed 
thereon by rubbing it smoothly and carefully 
down. By this cement the lead lining adheres 
in a reliable manner to the walls of the boiler, 
making them thereby entirely acid-proof. In 
case there is a flaw at any part of the iron wall 
of the boiler A, then the cement, together with 
the lead lining, protects this part, so that by the 
increased pressure in the vessel the lead lining 
only can be injured without the acid attacking 
the remaining portion of the wall. By properly 
brazing the weak and leaky part of the boiler- 
wall the same can be quickly and reliably re- 
paired. 

The lead lining should not be too thick, as 
in that case it cannot be made to adhere 
properly to the upper part of the boiler-wall, 
nor can it be properly worked into the different 
indentions of the sheet-iron. A too thick lead 
lining would form air-spaces between it and the 
boiler-wall, which would weaken the lining at 
that point, and would destroy large portions of 
the boiler-wall by the action of the acid in case 
of a leak. The boiler would thereby become 
unfit for use and some of the iron be dissolved, 
whereby the contents would be discolored and 
otherwise injuriously affected. 

By carefully cementing the thin lead lining to 
the inner surface of the boiler the expensive 
soldering on of the lead lining, which had here- 
tofore to be resorted to, is done away with, 
and thereby a more efficient boiler-lining ob- 
tained, by which the security and durability of 
the boiler is considerably increased. 

The man-holes 6 of the boiler, which serve for 
the introduction of the wood stock as well as 
for the removal of the product obtained there- 
from, are closed by suitable lids and are cov- 
ered, besides the interior layer, a, with a 
second layer, a’, of sheet lead, which is ce- 
mented in the same manner over the man-hole 
and extended to some distance from the man- 
hole over the interior surface of the boiler. A 
third layer, a*, of sheet-lead is next applied 
over the second layer, a’, and extended from 
the man-hole and over the adjoining part of the 
boiler, a thick layer, a*, of cement being in- 
terposed between the same and the second 
layer, a’. These different layers of lead are re- 
quired at the man-hole, as the lead lining, a, at 
that point is not protected by the glazed porce- 
lain bricks, d, which cover the entire interior 
surface of the boiler, as shown in Fig. 1. As 
soon as the innermost covering, a*, shows signs 
of wear the same is renewed, and thereby the 
interior surface of the man-hole fully protected. 

The contents of the boiler are heated up by 
coils of lead pipes, which extend from the bot- 
tom to about half the height of the boiler. Sev- 
eral parallel systerus of lead coils are preferably 
used, so that in case of leakage one or the other 
coil can be shut off and the boiling operation 
continued with the remaining coils. For the 
heating-pipes an alloy of lead and antimony is 
used, as this resists in a higher degree than pure 
lead the action of the mechanical and chemical 
agencies to which the same is exposed. The 
lead coils are connected with the steam-boiler 
at one end, and at the other end with conden- 
sing-chambers, through which at high-pressure 
the water of condensation is forced out. 

The lead pipes are connected to the boiler-wall 
by the coupling-shown in detail in Fig. 2. A 
cast-iron sleeve, B, that is flanged at one end 
and threaded at its exterior surface, is inserted 
through an opening in the boiler-wall to the in- 
terior of the boiler, until the interior flange, B’, 
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abuts against the wall of the boiler, between 
which and the flange a lead lining, e, is inter- 
posed. A screw-nut, e’, is screwed over the 
outer threaded shank of the sleeve 8B ti. htly 
against the boiler-wall. A second flanged nut, 
e*, is screwed over the end of the outer sleeve, 
B, its flange pressing tightly on a lead or asbes- 
tus ring, i, and forcing it against the beveled 
end of the sleeve B, as shown clearly in Fig. 2. 
The sleeve B is covered at its inside by a lead 
lining, f, that is screwed by its threaded thicker 
end /’ to the flange B’. By this construction a 
very reliable steam-tight coupling of the heat- 
ing pipe and boiler is obtained, which is capable 
of resisting the acid in the boiler. The boiler is 
next provided with a device for testing the con- 
tents of the same, and for readily observing the 
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temperature and pressure in thesame. These 
objects are combined in one attachment (shown 
in Fig. 3), 80 that only one opening has to be 
made through the boiler-wal]. The device con- 
sists of a fixed tubular socket, g, which is 
firmly secured by a threaded portion and ex- 
terior screw-nut, g’, to the boiler-wall. A 
thermometer-tube, g*, passes centrally through 
the socket-tube g, and is protected by a metal 
sleeve, g*, between which latter and the tubu- 
lar socket f sufficient space is left for draw- 
ing off a smalf portion of the contents of the 
boiler through a suitable valve, g‘. A ther- 
mometer, g*, is applied to the upwardly-bent 
outer end of the pipe g*. Besides the thermom- 
eter g* and test-valve g‘, a pressure-gage may 
be arranged, and also a gage for indicating the 
level of the solution in the boiler. After the 
wood stock has been treated for the proper 
length of time in the boiler the stock is removed 
and passed through a stamp-battery, which has 
the object to separate the fibres of the cellulose 
from each other, as well as to wash out the sub- 
stances incrusting the same. This separating 
and washing apparatus is shown in Figs. 4 and 
5, and consists of a number of inclined stamps, 
h, that are successively actuated by the cams 
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h? of the revolving cylinder a’, which cams en- 
gage projections h* on the shanks of the stamps. 
The stamps g g move up and down in a trough, 
D, having a longitudinally-inclined bottom, so 
as not to separate the fibres of the wood stock 
from each other by repeated blows thereon, but 
also to separate the softer parts of the same 
from the harder parts of the same—such as 
knots—which latter would otherwise be broken 
up by the stamps, and would deteriorate the 
pulp. To prevent the breaking of the knots the 
stamps g never do touch the bottom of the 
trough, and are also guided at some distance 
from the inclined side walls of the same, as 
shown in Fig. 4. By this arrangement the 
stamps exert a pressing and rubbing action on 
the mass without breaking up the knots. The 
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boiled wood stock is introduced to the trough 
at the lower point, and the water at the highest 
point of the same, so that they pass in counter 
directions to each other in the trough. The 
stamps are dropped alternately in such a 
manner -that the mass is moved in up- 
ward direction over the inclined body of 
the trough. In this manner the proper sep- 
arating and washing of the fibres is obtained 
without injury to the same, as with each blow 
of the stamp the water is pressed out of the 
fibres directly affected by the blow, which 
quickly again absorb the moisture, and so on 
throughout the stamping operation. After the 
stock is thus properly broken up and washed it 
is bleached and treated in the usual manner, so 
as to bring it into proper marketable form. 

To boil the wood stock the following process 
is employed : The wood is cleared of bark, cut 
into small pieces, and charged in a proper quan- 
tity into the boiler. It is then steamed in the 
boiler, which steaming, however, has to be care- 
fully watched, as on it depends, in a high degree, 
the success, of the subsequent boiling. The ob- 
ject of the steaming is not to prepare the stock 
for the chemical action of the acid solution, but 
to drive out the atmospheric air from the pores 





of the wood, and give easy access of the solution 
into the cells of the wood. In this manner not 
only a more rapid chemical action upon the wood 
stock takes place, but also, owing to the in- 
creased absorption of the solution into the 
stock a larger quantity of wood can be charged 
to and treated in the boiler, as the space in the 
same is more advantageously utilized, and 
thereby the output of the boiler is considerably 
increased. The steaming is continued to a 
greater or less length of time, according to the 
condition of the wood. If the wood is freshly 
cut and moist, the atmospheric air is expelled 
therefrom in a comparatively short time; butif 
dry and hard a longer exposure to the steam is 
necessary. The expulsion of the air is further 
accelerated by the cold acid solution when ad- 


mitted into the boiler, and causes the quick con- 
densation of the steam and reduces thereby the 
pressure in the boiler. Care has to be taken 
that the temperature during the steaming pro- 
cess does not rise above 100° centigrade, as prac- 
tical tests have proved that at a higher temper- 
ature the steaming of the wood does not take 
place in so perfecta manner. This steaming of 
the wood stock at this stage is entirely differ- 
ent from steaming of the wood before it is 
ground up, as in the latter case a chemical 
change is effected and a brownish color im- 
parted to the stock. After the wood has 
been properly steamed the boiler is sup- 
plied with the sulphurous-acid solution. The 
quantity of organic substances to be work- 
ed up bas to be in proportion to the de- 
gree of concentration of the sulphurous- 
acid solution, which varies and is depen- 
dent upon certain conditions connected with 
the preparation of the same. If the proper 
proportion between the organic substances 
and the sulphurous.acid solution is not es- 
tablished, and, for instance, an insufficient 
quantity of organic substances is present, then 
insoluble salts are deposited in the fibres, which 
can be washed out only with difficulty. For 
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instance, when bisulphite of lime is used in the 
solution sulphite of lime may be formed, which 
is only soluble with difficulty. If such fibre is 
used for paper, it would produce “‘ knots” in the 
paper. Furthermore, in bleaching such fibres 
with chloride of lime much larger quantities of 
bleach would be required, so that the expense of 
the bleaching process is considerably increased. 
If, however, a too great quantity of organic 
substances is present in the acid solution, the 
product does not become sufficiently soft .or 
**opened.” The proper proportions have to be 
determined by a series of tests, which are made 
by drawing off from time to time small quanti- 
ties of the contents through the testing-tube 
heretofore described. 


Daring the boiling process it is necessary to 
carefully observe the temperature as well as 
the duration of the boiling. The first stage 
consists in the slow and gradual chemical action 
of the solution on the wood, so that that part 
which has been absorbed by the stock can be re- 
placed. This takes place best at a temperature 
not exceeding 108° centigrade. After this a 
quick reaction at a temperature which is grad- 
ually increased to about 118° centigrade has to 
be produced. Special care has to be taken 
ward the end of the reaction, as this 
go hand in hand with the driving off 
sulpburous acid. By the driving off 
sulpburous-acid solution the chemical 
is gradually retarded in the same 
by lowering of the temperature. By 
observing the different stages of the 
taking small test quantities from time 
from the boiler and mixing them with 
reagents, the quantity of active solution 
present can be readily determined. 
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mined. When the precipitate is only equal to 
one-sixteenth of the volume of testing-solution 
the proper time has arrived when the driving 
off the sulphuric-acid solution has to be com- 


is lowered to about 106° Centigrade, whereby 
also a decrease of pressure is obtained. If the 
precipitate in the testing-tube is only one thirty- 
second part of the testing-solution, the process is 
fully completed.and the solution has to be 
quickly drawn off. A still smaller precipitate 
will prove that the process has gone too far, 
and that no further organic substances are 
present, in which case free acid, probably sul- 
phuric acid, would be formed and impart an 
injurious brownish color on the organic mass, 

To carry on this process with such a certainty 
through the different stages and temperatures 
described, which are of considerable impor- 
tance, a boiler of large dimensions, with the 
different accessories described, is of special ad- 
vantage, though by a higher temperature the 
boiling process may be accelerated. There 
would also be a higher pressure required, and 
the cellulose obtained thereby would not only 
be inferior in quality, but also in toughness and 
quantity. 

The chemical process which takes place during 

' the boiling process before described can be ex- 

plained as follows : 


The sulphurous acid is oxidized by combining 
with a part of the oxygen of the cellulose and 
of the organic substances, and formed into 
sulphuric acid, that under normal circum- 
stances combines with the basis that have be- 
fore been united with the sulphurous acid. 
When the process is not properly conducted, 
free acid would be formed in the solution, 
which would exert an injurious influence upon 
the fibres. Besides the free acid and its 
combination, the incrusted substances are formed 
into compound combinations of tannic acid and 
its by-products, which are highly objectionable. 
For the proper carrying out of the boiling pro- 
cess it is an essential condition that the sulphur- 
ous-acid solution shall be free of polythionic 
salts, as by the same a brownish-black deposit 
is formed during the boiling process on the 
wood stock, which remains hard and causes a 
failure of the boiling operation. At the same 
time a considerable increase of temperature 
takes place, so that the tests taken from the 
boiler show an abnormally quick decrease in the 
proportion of sulphuric acid in the solution, 
These polythionic acids are generated common- 
ly by the presence of free sulphur-fumes during 
the roasting process. To prevent their pres- 
ence care has to be taken that sulphurous acid 
free of such acid and salt is obtained and used.

Hotyoxe, Mass., November 15, 1883. 

There is no change to remark in business this 
week. Reports from the mills say that they 
are allcrowded with back orders yet, some more 
than others, perhaps, but still all as busy as 
they can be. The spurt in trade has been 
greater than was anticipated, and the dealers 
who now find themselves short of goods are not 
able to replenish their stocks speedily. The 
mills cannot fill new orders at once, because 
they have not the paper on hand and the ma- 
chines are all busy on back orders. I know 
that good orders for staple goods at market 
prices have been refused within a few days, 
just on the question of time. The prospect is 
now excellent for a good winter’s trade, for it 
will be several months before the present orders 
will all be outof the way. Some think that this 
boom is caused only by the dealers filling up 
their depleted stocks and that it will last only a 
short time longer, but there is no question that 
the demand for paper is steadily increasing. 
The reduction in postage is bound to cause a 
more generouse use of paper, both in the 
writing of more letters and in using more sheets 
toaletter. Probably the increased number of 
stamps used willsoon be enough to make up to 
the government for the difference in the price. 

The rain and a little snow up the country have 
done something toward keeping the river up, 
and part of the week the water has flowed over 
the dam ina good stream, but there is a great 
falling off in the quantity of water to-day, show- 
ing that its condition is still very uncertain. 
The smaller streams about here are so low, even 
now, that many mills are running short time or 
using steam. A cold, close winter, beginning 
early in December, would be very apt to cause 
a good deal of low water, and a curtailed pro- 
duction of paper, whereas an open one might 
give us water enough. All of the old settlers, 
of course, say that the past season has been the 
dryest ever known. 

William Reidner, of the blank-book works, 
celebrated his fiftieth birthday by a gathering 
of his friends the other evening. From his Ger- 
man club he received a fine easy-chair anda 
folding-chair, and other gifts came from other 
friends. 

It would do the publishers of THE JOURNAL, 
The American Stationer, and the other Lock- 
wood periodicals good to bear the occasional 
words of compliment which these papers receive.

W. H. Clark, who took an interest in the 
Worthington Paper Company, of this city, 
about a year ago, has withdrawn from the con- 
cern and has gone back to Yalesville, Conn., to 
his old position with the Britannia Company. 

Jobn E. Clark, partner in the Dickinson & 
Clark Paper Company, is spoken of for alder- 
man in his ward next year. Mr. Clark did 
splendid service as a member of the City Com- 
mittee during the recent campaign. 

D. D. Warren, of Springfield, has bought the 
Waddington Paper Mill property at Ogdens- 
burg, N. Y., for $15,000. He will erect new 
buildings next spring. 

The talk of the paper manufacturers of their 
popular associate in the trade, Wellington 
Smith, of Lee, as a successor to Mr. Robinson 
in Congress, must be taken as purely compli- 
mentary, in view of the fact that Mr. Smith de- 
clined a second term as councilor, on the ground 
that his business would not allow him to under- 
take the duties of the place for another year. 

A prominent citizen of Pittsfield nominates 
L. L. Brown, of Adams, as the best man for 
Mr. Robinson’s successor. But one representa- 
tive of the Brown and Whiting paper interest 
in Congress would seem to be enough. 

Mr. Brown would not go to Congress if he 
could get every vote in the district.

Boston Notes.

In a former communication I think that I had 
occasion to comment upon the weather, and it 
being all of a kind I was able to do it justice ; 
but the kind that we have been treated to dur- 
ing the past week is of a variety that baffles my 
powers of description. Mark Twain tried once 
to write it up, but he has regretted all his life 
that he ever “‘ tackled it.” It was too much for 
Mark. It’s too much for anybody—but “ what 
are you going to do about it?’ Why, do as the 
weather clerk does—let it go ; don’t report it. 
Under such atmospheric influences trade can 
hardly be expected to flourish, although in some 
lines more activity is noticed than in others. 
Prices seem to hold about as last week. A good 
feeling is noticeable among all concerned, and 
no tendency is manifested to push business be- 
yond buyers’ immediate wants. Most of the 
mills are doing all that they can, and fresh orders 
are not sought for. Straw-board ranges very 
low in price. Very little is doing in paper stock, 
owing to the fact that mills have not yet ex- 
hausted the supply laid in some time ago, being 
prevented by drought from running. Now that 
plenty of water is reported from most quarters, 
and the mills are running to their full capacity, 
paper stock will experience greater activity. 
Carter, Rice & Co. report a good business. 
In fact, much heavier than done last fall, and 
in every way satisfactory. This house does. 
such an extensive business with the South and 
West that any local falling-off of trade would 
hardly be noticed. It seems to be the opinion, 


as found here, that the ruling prices of paper 
will continue, as the mills are inclined to main- 
tain prices. As a uniform market is better 
than frequent fluctuations, no complaint will 
hardly be made on that score. 

F. D. White, successor to L. Hollingsworth & 
Co., is fully satisfied with the state of trade, 
September and October being very good, and 
although the present month has not as yet given 
evidence of any great activity, better busi- 
ness is looked for before its close. This house 
handles mostly rope, manilla papers and twines, 
and enjoys a very good trade throughout New 
England as well as doing a fair business in New 
York. The mills at Bridgewater have been 
idle part of the time, owing to ashort supply of 
water. 

Horace Dutton, dealer in paper stock, finds 
the trade in his immediate line dull. A little of 
something is continually doing, but there is no 
snap to business. Better times ahead, though |! 
What makes paper stock comparatively dull is 
because mills laid in such a large stock some 
time ago when the cholera scare threatened to 
stop importations. The long drought prevented 
its consumption until within the past few weeks. 
Every day now lessens the supply on hand, and 
jobbers in paper stocks will soon be more 
cheerful. Mr. Dutton is offering a very fine 
lot of Calcutta jute threads, and he proposes to 
make this line of stock a specialty. 

Spaulding & Tewksbury are doing a fair busi- 
ness in straw board. The demand for this ar- 
ticle is fully equal to that of last year, but the 
supply seems to more than meet the consump- 
tion, and prices are very low. This firm are 
agents for a number of Western mills, besides 
taking the product of three or four New Eng- 
land manufacturers. Paper-box machinery is 
also handled by the house, and the demand for 
such machinery has been very good for the past 
two years. 

The tendency of many of the manufacturing 
industries to place their products before the 
trade in neat, presentable packages has given 
quite an impetus to the production of the vari- 
ous grades of cardboard and to the paper-box 
makers. Shoe manufacturers consume thou- 
sands and thousands of paper boxes every year. 
Rubber manufacturers are beginning to order 
largely of paper boxes, as well as many others 
whose products are suitable for such wrappings 

In years gone by, that is, before manufactur- 
ing industries had found such footing in the 
West, New England supplied the country with 
straw-board, but very little of it is now pro- 
duced in this section. Raw material is not suf- 
ficiently abundant, and like many other indus- 
tries which flourished at first here, their operation 
is found more profitable when carried on close 
to the fields which supply the material. And it 
is only a question of time when the South will 
be manufacturing all grades of paper. 

Comparing the paper trade of to-day 
with that of ten years ago, one finds that 
the wolume of business has wonderfully in- 
creased, but the’ great competition has less- 
ened ‘the margin of profits over one-half. 
Mills have increased in number and old 
machinery has given place to new, so that 
the supply has been more than equal to the de- 
mands. Notwithstanding the many uses that 
are being continually developed for paper, these 
uses must be multiplied; or other markets must 
be opened to relieve the trade from its frequent 
depressions caused by overproduction. 

General John T. Averill, of Averill, Russel & 
Carpenter, paper manufacturers of St. Paul, 
Minn., spent a few days in this city during the 
past week, and reports the trade in that section 
as very good. A. L. D. 





Wood Pulp. 


The wood-pulp makers succeeded in hav- 
ing the duty on their product retained. These 
fellows have a soft thing. They make $10,000,- 
000 worth every year, and pay in wages barely 
$500,000. No wood pulp is imported, and the 
article is made as cheaply here as it is in Europe, 
This wood-pulp tax helps nobody but a few 
manufacturers, who make people pay so much 
more fortheir paper. The wood-pulp tax is a 
swindle and a robbery, and it should be abol- 
ished.— Louisville Courier-Journal. 


Upon the foregoing the Mobile (Ala.) Register 
comments intelligently as follows : 

The evidence before the Tariff Commission 
was that 60 per cent. of the cost of wood pulp 
goes tothe laborer. Instead of $500,000, the sum 
that goes as wages for the manufacture of pulp 
is $6,000,000. The Courier Journal has left out 
of consideration the fact that this great indus- 
try has made valuable certain woods that here- 
tofore brought but very little in the market. It 
has created a new demand for wooded lands and 
has given a new. occupation to choppers and 
teamsters, It is a fact, also, that from the very 
hour wood pulp began to be manufactured the 
price of paper began to decline, until now it is 
lower than ever before in the history,of print- 
ing. Who demands that wood pulp shall be put 
upon the free list? Not the paper manufac- 
turer. Not the printer. Not the land-owner 
who sells the wood. Nobody but a theorist, who 
states a case without proof, and deals in figures 
which he has not verified. There is no monop- 
oly in the wood-pulp business. Anybody can 
g° into the manufacture of it. We would be 
glad to see thé duty kept well up on this article 
untila hundred pulp mills sprivg up along the 
Alabama and Bigbee to utilize vur cotton and 
poplar woods. 

It would seem that if any one should complain 
of protection to wood pulp it ought to be the 
newspaper, but the newspapers all know that 
wood pulp has brought down the price of print- 
ing-puper to the remarkably low figures of to- 
day. The reduced price of the daily papers of 
New York city alone saves seventeen millions 
annually to the newspaper readers of the coun- 
try. Wood puipdid it. And yet we find the 
free trade philosophers anxious to destroy this 
great industry in the interest of the 500 wood 
pulp mills of Germany. 
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Post and Pinched Post. 


Pinched post resulted from the double invention 
of paper-making machinery and pever-cutting 
machinery. The former overcoming the waste 
of the unfinished deckle edge of paper made by 
band, and the latter (which was introduced by 
George Wilson, of St. Martin’s Court), saving 
every second shaving which the plow-cutting 
press necessitated. We still take our sizes, how- 
ever, from the hand-mold deckle, and call post 
19x 153% and large post 21x 1644. Country 
travelers representing some of the first houses 
in the paper trade show samples accordingly, 
although the reams, when cut up and retied, 
measure no more than 19x14. Indeed it is use- 
less to send out post-octavo larger than 444 x7 
if it is to be used with the standard sizes of 
envelopes. Forty years ago when I was placed 
under a very good cutter to learn all he could 
teach me, I well remember that, with the plow 
we could never clear the edges of octavo-post 
without cutting it down to 4% inches. The 
margin now allowed for cutting ig needless, 
and leads to dishonest practices in many ways. 
1 see no reason to declaim against the paper- 
merchagt or the paper-maker if the former, 
having, probably, as good a knowledge of pa- 
per-making as the latter, chooses to introduce a 
specific article, and to employ whom he pleases 
to make it. He takes the full responsibility of 
guaranteeing what he introduces, and, if his 
Judgment be good, he alone is entitled to the 
credit and profit of his venture. But, on the 
other hand, I do see great reason to complain of 
paper-makers accepting orders to be falsely 
labeled. I shall not, however, diverge upon this 
question from the limit I have assigned of 
** post and pinched post.” There are, of course, 
few men among our leading makers who would 
descend to the wishes of some dealers in respect 
to false: marked weights ; but it is out of any 
maker’s power to prevent post and pinched post 
of their respective weights contributing to un- 
suspected mischief. While post-papers are 
made, some by hand and some by machine, it 
has by many been deemed impossible to name 
uniform marketable sizes, or they would long 
since have been adopted. I see no reason, how- 
ever, why the standard sizes of machine-made 
post-papers, which are so very largely in excess 
of those made by hand, should not now under- 
go some revision. The only obstacles is the 
present limited use of ‘‘ full size” post for quarto 
copy-books and the like. But an alteration of 
the present sizes of machine-made post does not 
necessarily imply an undesirable change in the 
shape of either the quarto or octavo. On the 
contrary, I think the graduation of the four 
leading sizes of writing-paper, post octavo, large 
post octavo, post quarto, and large post quarto, 
would be greatly improved by shortening the 
folio of both post and large post one inch. The 
present standard sizes are 154 x 19, and 1634 x 21. 
If such a change could be made with the general 
approval and consent of the trade 14 x 19 and 
15}¢ x 21 would have a sufficient margin for the 
present width of the page of both post and large 
post octavo to be maintained, and the depth of 
each page to be half as much again as its width, 
thus insuring greater symmetry than now 
exists. The proposed alteration would be 
as follows: Post folio, 144¢x19; post quar- 
to, 64%x9; post octavo, 44¢x6%; Large 
post folio, 15}¢x21; large post quarto, 7i¢ 
x10; large post octavo, 5x7. If any 
committee nominated by the trade had the 
power to determine such changes, the odd sizes 
into which paper is now cut as post or large 
post, quarto or octavo, would be usefully 
merged in an authoritative standard of meas- 
urement benefiting equally the maker, the 
dealer and the consumer. That such a commit- 
tee does not exist, is no proof that it might not 
be usefully called into existence and fulfill 
manifold trade requirements. We have Sta- 
tioners’ Hall, The Stationers’ Company, The 
Stationers and Paper Manufacturers’ Provident 
Society and the Stationers’ Mutual Benefit So- 
ciety. It would not be of the nature of a new 
discovery if the amalgamation of these forces, 
or some of them, should prove additionally use- 
ful in purging the trade of anomalies, and re- 
ducing some of its practices to principles. The 
junior society could no doubt furnish an able 
permanent secretary worthy of an office in Sta- 
tioners’ Hall and the Stationers’ Company, and 
each Paper-makers and Stationers’ Society 
might nominate four members whose position 
would carry sufficient weight to insure the reso- 
lutions of the committee being received and re- 
spected by the trade.—Richard Herring, in the 
Stationery Trades Journal.

It requires active intelli- 
gence to further any purpose through the 
channels of legislation, and, while we may 
have enough of it among business men, there 
are few engaged in everyday commerce and 
manufacture who can spare or will give 
the time from their business to follow up, 
urge and progress measures which concern 
others as well as themselves. The repre- 
sentative trade organizations are insuffi- 
cient to do such work. While they are 
regarded with respect, their influence is 
not effective unless it is kept actively en- 
gaged in behalf of the interests which it 
supports. If they appoint committees to 
look after matters of legislation, such com- 
mittees must be on the ground, familiar 
with parliamentary procedure and con- 
stant in the practice of proper method for 
expediting their business. Whatever is to 
be done should be put in course now, and 
we suggest the employment of fit and 
reputable agents to undertake and dis- 
charge the duties which are imperative if 
delay—or perhaps failure—is to be avoided.

can be turned into cash at almost a moment’s 
notice,

of features of much interest, with prices, as a 
rule, steady.

are strong and in good demand, especially the 
long-date issues.

THE PAPER TRADE—Although business 
generally among our city dealers cannot be said 
to have made any improvement since last week, 
there is withal a fair trade doing, even if prices 
are lower, and profits more slender than a year 
ago at this time, the increased volume of sales 
going far toward making up the deficiency in 
this respect. With possibly one or two excep- 
tions prices remain steady and even firm, most 
manufacturers being fairly well engaged on 
orders. Although several weeks have elapsed 
since the drought was broken, the increase in 
goods coming into the market has not had 
any perceptible effect on prices, and it is 
thought that there will be no change for the re- 
mainder of the year. Writings hold their own 
very well. Book and News, while very low in 
price, retain the same steady position as for 
some time past. Manillas are very firm and in 
fairly good demand. Straw Boards and Wrap- 
pings are slow to move, with prices weak and 
nominal. Binders’ Boards are steady, but 
dull. 


JUTE BUTTS.—From all appearances man- 
ufacturers bave sufficient stock for present 
wants, and the market rules very dull, with 
small and unimportant sales. The only business 
we heard of during the week was 500 bales pa- 
per quality on the spot at 2 7-16c., and 300 bales 
Spinning Butts at 2%c. Nothing has been re- 
ported in futures. The arrivals here during the 
week include the Alameda with 1,500 bales, 
Star of Denmark with 3,551 bales, Star of Sco- 
tia with 3,577 bales, Mohawk with 6,801 bales, 
and the Suliote with 4,824 bales, a total of 
20,253 bales, all of which were to manufacturers 
excepting 4,000 bales spinning quality, which go 
into stock. The arrivals at Boston and New 
York during the 30 days ending November 15, 
1883, were 23,530 bales ; do., do., same time last 
year, 15.670 bales. Stock January 1, 1883, and 
imports to date, 495.614 bales; do. do., same 
time last year, 323,592 bales. The distribution 
for the past thirty days to November 15, 1883, 
55,730 bales; do. do., to same time last year, 
15 670 bales. Distributed since January 1, 1883, 
450,612 bales; do. do., same time last year, 
300,892 bales. Stock in Boston, none ; New 
York, 40.000 bales, November 15, 1883 ; total, 
40,000 bales; do. do., same time last year, 
24900 bales. Prices current November 15, 
1883, according to quality, 27-16@2%c. ; at the 
same time last year, 2 7-16@2%c., according to 
quality. 


WOOD PULP.—Manufacturers show more 
anxiety to seek orders, and are disposed to shade 
prices a little for contracts of any magnitude. 
The range of price for ordinary quantities is 
24,@2s¢c. for Spruce, and 1%@2c. for Poplar, 
as to quality and distance of shipment. 


WOOD FIBRE is without any new feature. 
Manufacturers have sufficient demand to enaple 
them to hold to late ruling quotations, and are 
not pressing their product. Quotations are 4/ 
@41\kec., according to quantity and make, for 
Bleached, and 3}¢4@3%c. for Unbleached. 


FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— 
In the market for foreign packed stock the tone 
is still dull, and the situation is without new 
feature. The demand is restricted to supplying 
the immediate wants of manufacturers, who, to 
a large extent, buy from week to week as their 
necessities require. There were considerable 
deliveries made on former contracts during the 
week, and the arrivals were quite large, consist- 
ing mostly of rags and manilla stocks with a fair 
proportion of waste papers, a large part of 
which come to fill old contracts. No sales of 
any size have been reported, but it is believed 
that some lots have changed hands at such low 
figures that for this reason the figures have been 
kept pretty close ; one of the number, however, 
we understand is Mixed Cottons at2.42}3¢c. The 
arrivals during the past week aggregate 5,355 
bales and bags, embracing 2,501 bules Rags, 859 
bales Old Papers, and 1,995 bales Manillas. 


DOMESTIC RAGS.—Under more liberal of- 
ferings of both No. i and No. 2 City Whites the 
market bas become somewhat unsettled, and 
several small lots of both of these qualities have 
been sold a fraction lower than prices of a week 
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ago. Qectations for t the » best packings are quite 
generally 41¢@2‘¢c. for No. 1 and 2 Whites re- 


spectively, and we hear of several packers who 


have contracts at slightly better figures than 


these even. Seconds are unchanged, quoting 
about the same as last week, 144@1c. accord- 
ing to quality.

BAGGING, &c.—Gunny Bagging continues 
to rule very firm on a moderate business, The 
views of foreign packers have advanced to such 
a degree that the cost to lay down Standard No.

and the best offer we hear is 2 3-16c,, while 2}<¢c.

figures large sales could be mad if the stock 
was obtainable. Most of the large consumers 
supplied themselves before the market took an 
upward turn, and the indications are that those 
who are compelled to buy will soon have to pay 
2c. to 2 5-16c. for good No. 1 Manchester, the 
figures now asked by several large importers 
and dealers for the moderate supply under their 
control. Manilla Rope also holds to its recent 
strong position, and owing to its scarcity and 
the firmness shown in all kinds of jute stocks, 
has very gradually appreciated in price until 
this week a moderate quantity of English has 
changed, hands at 33¢@340c. Domestic do. is 
held firmly at 3c. Some small lots of Jute 
Rope and Threads have been sold at 24@2\<c. 


OLD PAPERS.—Thesupply of domestic waste 
papers continues large, and prices are weak. 
Manufacturers have not changed their hand-to- 
mouth way of buying and prices rute in their 
favor on very nearly every grade. White 
Shavings and Solid Book Stock are the most 
salable grades and bring relatively better 
prices, and No. 1 Manillas are moving to 
some extent but at extremely low figures.

COAL.—The lower temperature during the 
past week has forced consumers into the market, 
who have been compelled to add to their sup- 
plies by more liberal purchases, Saward’s Coal 
Trade Journal says: ‘*‘ When the fact of a 
weekly output that averages over seven 
hundred thousand tons is borne in mind, 
and the further fact that it ls not worrying the 
companies overmuch to get rid of their propor- 
tion of this large tonnage, we think it fair to 
say that the Anthracite coal trade is in good 
shape. The only point that can be made against 
this statement, is the fact that prices have not 
advanced for the tide-water deliveries, as was 
put forward early in the season they would do. 
Our Chicago advices are of a steady demand for 
Anthracite coal, and a very brisk business with 
the interior towns and cities is reported. In 
fact, if one were to put the situation diametri- 
cally opposite to that prevailing in the East, 
one would get the proper idea of the condition of 
the demand for Anthracite throughout the West.

Two or 
three heavy rains have raised the water enough 
to justify them in hoping and expecting a con- 
tinuous run through the winter. Nearly every 
mill has made more or less repairs during the 
compulsory stoppage and all are in better trim 
for a steady run than before. 

A. H. Hubbard & Co., Norwich, Conn., are 
pressed to their capacity in making colored 
papers. 

The Chelsea Paper Company is running at its 
utmost capacity and making improvements 
continually to increase production and quality.

MIDDLE STATES. 

The apron of the big dam of the Hudson River 
Water-Power & Paper Company, at Mechanics- 
ville, N. Y., was completed on Wednesday, No- 
vember 7. The apron is 800 feet long and 16 
feet wide. In preparing for its erection 1,000 
yards of solid and 800 yards of loose rock were 
removed. About 300,000 feet of hemlock lum- 
ber, 90,000 feet of Georgia pine, 38,000 pounds of 
wrought-iron and 18,000 pounds of cast-iron 
were used in the construction of the apron.

Randall & Edsell, Delaware, Ohio, are run- 
ning their wrapping mill on full time.

Accordingly, something over $20, 
000 of stock was sold for cash, at par, and works 
were erected on Bayou Lafourche, near Race- 
land, where an abundant supply of the baggasse 
could be had merely for the cost of transport- 
ing it along the bayou to the works, and where 
asuitable mill site was extended the company 
free of cost. After manufacturing some 60,000 
to 70,000 pounds of fibre, thoroughly demon- 
strating the practical success of economical and 
large production, the company has found a good 
market for its predate.
